A Command That Brought Fame 
To the Bresc'a Family. 

A certain Slg. Bresca, from Bordig- 
hler*,on the Cornice ro»d,in Northern 
Italy, came to Home a few days pre- 
vious to Palm Sunday with palms for 
tho Vatican. This is the continuance 
of a very ancient, custom, which arose 
out of the following circumstance 

It was the lOili of September, 1686 
PopeSextue V. waB the pontiff, 
man of marvelous energy aud u 
wearing activity, whose life reads 
like a romance, »» lie rose from the 
lowest ckss of socio! v to the Pope oi 
Rome. Eight hundred workmen, un- 
der tho direc ion of the aichbee', 
DomenciaFoiitana. were ou this day 
engaged la erecting upon lliC great 
square iu front of St. Peter's Church 
the granite monolith obelisk which 
had been brought from Egypt by the 
Roman emperor, Caligula, over 1,500 
years before. The operation was as 
difficult as it was new to the Romans 
of the sixteenth century . Pope Sex- 
tus, who presided over the great task, 
had imposed, under the severest pen- 
alties, a rigorous silence ou the 
crowd which filled the square. A 
certain momeut the ropes, too dry and 
too much strained, ceased to auf 
tho turns of the windlasses, aud 
important one brol e. There was an 
anxious hush iu the crowd, "Aqua 
alle corde!" (Water the ropes) sud- 
denly was heard resounding amidst 
the silence. The architect took the 
hint ; water was applied to the r< >p ■■- 
and the huge aud weighty obtlisk, 
which had been suspended in tho air, 
descended slowly to its pedestal. 

The daring man who had braved 
the papal prohibition, and who looke. 
forward to nothing less than death 
for his rashness, was a sailor from 
Bordighiera named Bresca. The 
Pop*, instead of punishing him, ask- 
ed what reward he would have in tec 
cmpcuse for hii timely exolamatiou. 
Bresca asked that his family might be 
allowed to supply the Vatican with 
the palms used at the services 
Palm Sunday. This Was accorded to 
him and his descendants, one of whom 
was received last week in audienc. 
by Led XI It. And who that bai 
ever traveled al'>ng the Cornice can 
e\ or cease to remember Bordighler 
surrounding and surionuded by i 
innumerable palm trees ?

Cooking Outfit For Campers 

"The essential cooking utensils of 
the outfit are very simple and few in 
number, viz : a fry pan, a bean kettle, 
two pail kettles, Wilson skinning 
knife and an iron mixing spoon, 
smaller kettle fits snugly within the 
larger one and this iu turn fits within 
the beau kettle. A suitable fry pa 
is obtained by cutting all but about 
three inches from the haudle ot the 
common type of long handle fry pan. 
On the top of that portion of the han- 
dle which remains is firmly rivited an 
iron socket of square cross soction.iiitc 
which the squared end of a green 
stick is thrust as a temporary handle. 
Fry pans thus furnished havo several 
advantages over the common type. 
The handle does not have to be trans- 
ported, is a non-conductor, and the 
pan N not easily overturned. The 
handle may be made long enough 
use without lire logs ; the pan may be 
balanced ou tiro logs by removing the 
handle aud inserting it again when 
the pan is to be removed, A ulue 
inch pau weighs only about a pound. 
These pans as well as the kettles 
Which are described here, have been | 
In tiae for iome time by tho geologists j 
ofthp Lake Superior Dlristoo of the' 
U. S. Geological Survey, wheie they 
were first seen by the writer. TIk 
bean kettle is especially used for bak- 
ing beans, but it can also be made to 
do duty as an ordinary kettle. It is 
made from Russian sheet iron, the 
horizontal section being roughly ellip- 
tical. The cover is mado to lit over 
the body ot the pail so that the 1 kettle, 
can be opened without the danger of 
introducing ashes into it. The cover 
handle is of wire and when not iu use 
lies Hat against the cover. The bail is 
also ot wire working in a swivel rivet- 
ed to the wall ot the kettle, and when 
dropped the bail lies snugly against

am a Socialist . But I insist ou my 
right to define this word wisely. N"i 
in any exagerated or extreme sense 
a irely not with any gross materials 
t a meaning.

Argentina's Cattle 

The rapid growth of Argcntina'i 
export cattlo trado is suggestive ii 
more ways than one. A low weeki 
ago, when our markets were rapidh 



South American republic and thus 
avoid high prices. During March 
Argentina shipped throe times as 
many beef cattle to England as a year 
earlier and 18 times as many as in the 
same month two years ago. It is fair 
to presume the quality is choice be- 
cause that is the kind the English 
trade requires. The secret of the 
great expansion is found largely in 
the ease with which cattle are fatten- 
ed on alfalfa, the cultivation of this 
crop boiug extended there immeasur- 
,bly, where it is moro popular, if pos-. 
sible, than in our own western states. 
Farmers are keenly alive to tho profit 
iu fattening stock on this cheap for- 
age, and many of them prefer to con- 
vert the crop into meat rather than 
utilize the soil in wheat growing. — 
American Agriculturist. 



BOWLING GREEN 

BEET SUGAR 

A Plant to Make it Soon to Be 
Put Up. 

Bowling Green, h?y., June 7.— The 
Kentucky Beet Sugar Company filed 
articles of incorporation at Charleston, 
W. Va., on June 5th with a capital 
stock of 11.000,000. The papers were 
at onco forwarded to parties in New- 
York and Germany, who are ready 
take all but about $5,000 Worth of the 
stock, that amount having been sub- 
scribed for by Bowling Green parties. 
Fifty acres of ground have been se- 
cured for tho purpose ot raising beet 
seed. A special consignment of seed, 
to be used for raising soed only, are 
on their way hero from Germany, and 
will be planted In a few days. These 
seed have a large per cent, ot sugar, 
and are altogother of the best variety 
grown. It is tho intention of the 
company to put 5.000 acres in beets 
next year and to break ground for tho 
factory by September 1. 

Plans and specifications are now be 
ing prepared in Germany and will be 
sent hore in the near future. The 
buildings completely equipped will 
cost between $350,000 aud $400,000. 
It will require 187 cars to haul the 
machinery. A great deal of the ma- 
chinery will come frem Germany, and 
will be of the latost pattern known to 
the boot sugar industry. Tho motive 
power and all other machinery that 
can bo obtained in this country will 
be bought hero. Mr. Sims, who is 
herein the interest of tho beet sugar 
people, will leave for New York in a 
few days. Mr. Cords will remain 
.ml give tho cultivation of tho beet 
seed his personal attention. One tmn- 
l persons or more will bo employ- 
ed at the factory, and the daily output 
of tho plant will exceed 400 barrels. 
The advantages to bo derived by 
Bowling Green from such an enter- 
prise as this is very great indeed, as it 
is an industry that once put upon a 
firm foundation will remain hero 
through coming generations.
